Gasoline has advanced 
four cents a gallon in price since the

For we read here of a partia­ 
lity of the m other toward Jacob and 
of the father toward Esau which 
created an unfortunate situation for 
which their sons were not entirely 
responsible, and the curse of which 
was perpetrated through many gen­ 
erations. 
“And the boys grew: and 
Esau was a cunning hunter, a man 
of the field; and Jacob was a plain 
man, dwelling in tents. 
Now Isaac 
j loved Esau, because he did eat of 
his 
venison; 
and 
Rebecca 
loved j 
Jacob.” 
Much criticism has b e e n , 
heaped upon “the rising generation” 
in this ancient Syrian tent that 
| should rather have been directed at 
| the parents of Esau and Jacob. 
Esau’s Birthright 
W hile Esau and Jacob were twin 
sons of Isaac and Rebecca, Esau was 
the elder of the twins and therefore 
entitled to the birthright. This con­ 
sisted usually of a double portion of 
the m aterial inheritance from t h e : 
father. 
But in this case where cer­ 
tain spiritual promises concerning 
the M essiah were being handed down 
from generation to generation the 
birthright 
possessed 
an 
unusual 
spiritual significance. T his spiritual 
significance of the birthright* m eant 
nothing to Esau. 
He was not in the 
least 
interested 
in 
such 
affairs. 
There was not in him that faith in 
Jehovah’s 
m essianic 
plans 
that 
would have fitted him to become 
God's instrum ent and channel for 


the bestowal of his spiritual bless­ 
ings upon future generations. 
God, 
foreseeing this unfitness of Esau, 
chose Jacob as the appointed chan­ 
nel of spiritual blessings, 
However, 
the knowledge of this situation does 
not excuse Jacob’s taking advantage 
of 
Esau’s 
weakness 
to 
get 
the 
transfer of the birthright he coveted 
from his brother who despised it. 
The Mess of Pottage 
The opportunity to drive a hard 
bargain with is rash and impulsive 
brother came to Jacob one day as 
Esau 
returned 
from 
his 
hunting 
tired and hungry to find the tent 
reeking with the odor of a mess of 
red pottage of lentils Jacob was 
cooking, probably to tem pt his bro­ 
ther Esau to the rash act he felt 
he could induce him to com m it: 
“And Jacob sod pottage: and Esau 
cam e from the field: and he was 
faint: and Esau said to Jacob. Feed 
me. I pray thee, with that sam e red 
pottage, 
for 
I 
am 
faint.” 
Here 
Jacob took advantage of his broth­ 
er’s weakness, knowing his im pul­ 
siveness and his contem pt for the 
spiritual significance of his birth­ 
right, by dem anding of his hungry 
brother, “Sell me this day thy birth­ 
right.” 
No sooner said than done. 
Esau agreed and “swore unto him 
and sold his birthright,” his alibi 
being, “I am at the point to die: and 
what profit shall the birthright do to 
me? ' 
But the inspired com m ent of 
Moses Is, 
“So Esau 
despised 
his 
birthright.” 
And the New’ T esta­ 
m ent comment speaks of him as that 
“profane person, who for one mess 
of m eat sold his own birthright.” 
Modern Messes of Pottage 
The same "profanity” of Esau is 
perpetuated whenever we allow* sen- j 
suality to dom inate over spirituality; j 
when we permit the pleasures of the 
mom ent to blind us to the remorse ! 
of future years; when we feed the 
flesh and starve the spirit, losing the 
soul to gain the world.

ELLWOOD CITY. May 6. — An 
unusual apparatus th at Is proving 
a success in the big cities as a police- 
signal system gained the attention 
of the borough council of Ellwood 
City at their regular meeting last 
night. 
W. B. Barber, representative of 
the concern from Pittsburgh was 
present at this time to explain to 
council how this apparatus works 
and how it may be obtained. 
This system uses several standard 
police boxes and a type of desk that 
receives the messages. 
A system of 
lights is also used with this plan. 
When a call comes in from one of 
the police boxes, the exact time and 
place is immediately registered at 
headquarters. 
To place an em er­ 
gency call, all a policeman would 
have to do it to turn a key half 
way in the telephone box. 
There 
is a mechanism in this apparatus 
th at cuts out all noises upon press­ 
ing a button, so that voice over the 
wires may be more distinct. 
Cities th at use this system assert 
th at their police work is 25 per cent 
more 
efficient. 
The 
life 
of this 
equipment averages at least 25 years 
and Is really more economical than 
the present phone system. Re-w ir­ 
ing would only have to be done only 
about once in 10 years. 
The borough was offered a propo­ 
sition to have the company install 
the system here, entirely 
at their 
own expense. 
This then would be 
leased to the city for a certain fee 
which at the end of 10 years would 
pay for the system and it would be 
turned over to the city as their 
property. 
It could be really payed 
up anytime before this. 
This proposition was left to the 
police committee for their serious 
consideration and a report later.
